SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Empire is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The feature in the DVD appears to be identical to the feature in a video recording, also 
titled Empire, which was classified by the Office for Film and Literature Classification 
(OFLC) on 18 November 2003 (OFLC No. 301817). It was classified as objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 16 years. It was given the descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive 
language and drug use." 

The additional components in the DVD include deleted scenes, a mini-feature on the 
making of the film, and footage of the premiere of the film in Los Angeles. The 
additional components do not affect the original classification.
